we do concede that a newspaper 
has an obligation after taking a 
public stand td print objections 
from its readers. Hence the 
following local letter: 


Editor The Star: 
After 


reading your editorial column 
in the July 17 edition of the Star, 
which also contained the letter 
by A. D. Jones, Jr., I feel 
another side of the issue should 
be presented. 


In Mr. Jones' letter, he stated 


that "18-20 year-olds have no 
place on the delegate list" and 
that they should not be able to 
vote at all. As proof of this, he 
used the evidence that these 
young 
people 
voted 
for 


McGovern because they were 
ordered to do so. This, in fact, is 
required of a delegate on the 
first ballot if he comes from a 
state that had a certain number 
of delegates committed to a 
particular candidate by a 
primary election. The delegates 
were 
not 
doing 
their 


"Master's" bidding, but simply 
complying with their state's 
law. 


Mr. Jones also stated that 


never before had a candidate 
dictated to the delegates in such 
a manner, to the extent that no 
one else could be heard. Mr. 
Jones failed to give an example 
of 
such 
dictation 
as 
he 


suggested. Perhaps people 
have forgotten the convention 
of 1968, when, as the minority 
plank was being presented, the 
microphones 
mysteriously 


went dead! 


Never before in America's 


political history have so many 
different segments 
of the 


American people been so fairly 
represented. Never before have 
blacks 
had 
as 
fair 
a 


representation, or women, or 
youth. But of course, there is 
always the cry, "Let's return to 
the old fashioned kind of 
nomination convention", the 
times when it seemed, if you 
judged by the delegates at a 
convention, there were no 
blacks, young people, or women 
in our nation at all. 


And in your reply, Mr. Editor, 


you charged "gross manipula- 
tion" in respect to the seating of 
delegates 
through 
the 


Credentials Committee. The 
truth is that the credentials 
committee in fact tried to stop 
Sen. McGovern's nomination by 
splitting up his legally won 
delegates in California. Only by 
an overwhelming vote of the 
convention itself was this 
backroom 
deal corrected. 


Senator McGovern won his 
delegates through hard fought 
state primaries, and not by 
"gross manipulation". 


And Mr. Editor, what about 


McGovern "is so leftist" that he 
could be compared with Sen. 
Goldwater as being 
farther 


from center. McGoverfk is for 
getting out of Vietnam now, and 
has been for five years. At the 
least, a large minority, and 
probably closer to 60 per cent of 
the American people agree with 
him. His proposed income tax 
reform could be described 
radical only by those who stand 
the chance of paying their 
rightful share of taxes if his 
reforms succeed in being 
passed by the new Congress. 


In conclusion, in my view, 


there has never been a more 
fairly represented convention 
as this year's Democratic 
convention was. Never in the 
past three general elections has 
there been a candidate as 
geniunely interested in and 
stood up so often for the people 
of our nation as has Senator 
George McGovern. And like 
Mr. Jones, I'm for Democracy, 
the kind in which any person 
regardless of age, color, or sex 
can truly say, "I had a voice".

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Senate votes for 
withdrawal from 
VH, bombs bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


voting for the first time to 
force U.S. withdrawal from In- 
dochina, the Senate has killed 
the military-foreign-aid bill to 
which the pullout provision was 
attached. 


In the last of 10 votes that 


stretched into late Monday 
night, the f 1.785-bifflon aid au- 
thorization was defeated 48 to 
42. 


By a 50-45 margin, senators 


voted to cut off funds for U.S. 
combat operations in Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia in four 
months, provided 
Ahv "Scan 


war prisoners were rele/\ 


The aid bill was the first atep 


in continuing for this fiscal 
year the U.S. military-aid pro- 
gram for friendly nations. But 
the Senate vote does not neces- 
sarily mean the program is 
dead. 


The House has yet to act on a 


military-aid authorization; it 
could send the Senate another 
version to consider. Or the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee could report another aid 
bill for Senate consideration. 


Late last year the Senate de- 


feated the economic-foreign-aid 
measure for fiscal 1972, only to 
see it revived in an eleventh- 
hour compromise with the 
House. 
, 


Backers of the encMhe-war . 


amendment have vowed t»*re- 
new the fight. Their next effort 
will be to attach the amend- 
ment to the Defense Depart- 
ment procurement 
bill now 


being debated. 


In past months the Senate 


has gone on record several 
times against continuation of 
the war, but never has either 
house voted to cut off money 
for the fighting. 


The aid bill was defeated by 


an unusual coalition of con- 
servatives and liberals. Twen- 
ty-eight Democrats and 14 Re- 
publicans voted for the meas- 


ure; 19 Democrats and 29 Re- 
publicans opposed it. 


Left with nothing for the mo- 


ment, Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., saw the voting as a ges- 
ture. 


"The impact was that the 


Senate voted for it," Fulbright 
told newsmen. "Do you think 
anybody thought it (the cutoff) 
would get by the House, or the 
White House? For whatever it 
is worth, the Senate has ex- 
pressed its view." 


Defense requests 
special hearing 
in Papers'case 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


defense has asked the Pentagon 
Papers trial judge for a special 
hearing on the legality of gov- 
ernment wiretaps involving the 
defense team. 


Lawyers for Daniel EUsberg 


and Anthony Russo said they 
want to stop the trial until they 
find out what the government 
has told the judge about such 
wiretaps. 


U.S. 
District Court Judge 


Matt Byrne didn't rule imme- 
diately on the defense request. 
Byrne asked lawyers Monday 
for further legal citations on 
the complicated issue and then 
took the matter under submis- 
sion, 
. A hewing «ouM require testi- 
mony by government agents 
who did the electronic surveil- 
lance. Lawyers would seek to 
find out if there were judicial 
orders for such wiretaps and if 
the taps were legal. 


"This case right now is going 


to be tried under a cloud if it 
moves forward," said defense 
lawyer Leonard Weinglass. "At 
this point, no one knows where 
the truth is." 


Arguments on the wiretap is- 


sue heated up after the judge 
announced from the bench that 
the government, ordered to tell 


the defei.uc i«si Friday if it had 
been wiretapped, submitted a 
secret report to the judge. 


The report, Bryne indicated, 


detailed information on the de- 
fense team obtained inadvert- 
iantly through wiretaps of per- 
sons not involved in the case. 
This 
could 
have 
occurred 


through phone calls or elec- 
tronic "bugs" of public places 
under surveillance. 


As the secret report was 


being filed Friday, the govern- 
ment submitted separately to 
the defense an affidavit which 
denied any direct wiretapping 
of defense counvd or consult- 
ants. The defense was not told 
the secret submission would be 


Defense lawyers accused the 


prosecutors Monday of "gross 
misbehavior" and deceit and 
said they now doubted the truth 
of a previous affidavit swearing 
the government hadn't wire- 
tapped the two defendants. 


Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 35, 


both former Rand Corp. re- 
searchers, are charged with es- 
pionage, conspiracy and theft 
in connection with the leak to 
news media of secret docu- 
ments detailing origins of the 
Vietnam war. 


Gunman threatens te «.., 
wants capital punishment 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) - 


A young gunman walked up to 
a federal prison here Monday 
and threatened "to shoot three 
or four people" in an effort to 
dramatize his belief that the 
death penalty should be rein- 
stated, officials said. He held 
five persons hostage for two 
hours before he surrendered to 
FBI agents. 


Associate Warden Allie Mob- 


ley, one of the hostages, said 
the man "said he wanted to 
shoot three or four people, and 
this would have enough impact 
across the country that the Su- 
preme Court would put capital 
punishment 
back 
on 
the 


books." 


The high court recently ruled 


that the death penalty as now 
applied is unconstitutional. The 
court was asked Monday by 
three states — including Texas 
— to reconsider its decision. 


Authorities 
identified 
the 


youth as Lonnie Wayne Craig, 
18, of Forest Hill, Tex., the 
Fort Worth suburb where the 
prison is located. He was jailed 
in lieu of $35,000 bond and a 
hearing was set for Thursday 
on charges of a firearms viola- 
tion and interfering with feder- 
al employes in the performance 
of their duty. 


A spokesman at the Fort 


Worth Federal Correctional In- 
stitute said Craig appeared in 
the 
administration 
building 


shortly after 8 a.m. and asked 
to see Warden Charles Camp- 
bell. 


He said he wanted to talk to 


the warden about abolition of 
the death penalty. 


The spokesman said Camp- 


bell was busy and Craig was di- 
rected to Mobley. Campbell 
said the youth pulled a .25-cali- 
ber pistol upon entering Mob- 


ley's office. 


As others entered the office, 


they too were held at gunpoint. 
They included three secretaries 
and another prison official. 


"One of the women tele- 


graphed a hand sign to me not 
to send any more people in the 
room," said R. D. Brewer, ex- 
ecutive assistant to the warden. 
"She flashed the sign that the 
kid had a gun." 


At one point, Craig tele- 


phoned his mother and told her 
he would kill her if she came to 
the prison, officials said. 


However, she appeared about 


the same time as the FBI 
agents and was instrumental in 
convinring 
the 
youth 
to 


relinquish the pistol if he want- 
ed to see the warden. 


"Once he laid down the gun, 


his mother picked it up and put 
it in her purse," Brewer said.

Waldheim warned not to spread bombing reports 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — The United States has 
sharply warned U. N. Secre- 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim 
against spreading reports of U. 
S. bombings of dikes in North 
Vietnam. 


Waldheim, while saying he 


could not verify the reports, re- 
plied that he thought "it was 
his duty to speak out on the 
devastating 
consequences 


which might result" from ei- 


ther intentional or unintentional 
bombing of the flood control 
system along the Red River in 
North Vietnam. 


A storm between the United 


States and Waldheim blew up 
Monday after the secretary- 
general told a news conference 
he had "private unofficial" re- 
ports via Hanoi of the bombing 
of the dikes. He appealed to the 
United States to stop. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers protested in Washington 


and sent Ambassador George 
Bush to put the U.S. position 
personally to Waldheim. 


After his one-hour meeting 


with Waldheim, Bush told re- 
porters he was convinced the 
secretary-general did not want 
to give credibility to what Bush 
called a massive North Viet- 
namese propaganda campaign. 


Waldheim told the news con- 


ference: 


"Through private unofficial 


channels ... we were informed 
that the dikes are being bomb- 
ed, and we were informed also 
that even in cases where the 
dikes are not directly bombed, 
the nearby bombing causes 
cracking of the dams and that 
in this way the result is the 
same as if the dikes were 
bombed directly." 


The secretary-general said he 


did not know whether the 
bombing was intentional, and 
he admitted, "This is Hanoi in- 


formation." But he added: 


"If these allegations are cor- 


rect, it would lead to disaster 
in the area because it would 
mean that the whole plain 
would be flooded and thousands 
and thousands of people would 
die." 


Rogers said in a statement 


that VValdheim's information 
"concerning alleged deliberate 
bombing to damage the dikes 
in North Vietnam is false — as 


the President stated in his June 
29 press conference." 


He said he had asked Bush to 


inform the secretary-general 
that "these allegations are part 
of a carefully planned cam- 
paign by the North Vietnamese 
and their supporters to give 
worldwide circulation to this 
falsehood." 


After his conference 
with 


Waldheim, Bush told newsmen 
the secretary-general meant to 
say that if the dikes were being 


bombed, "it ought to stop." 


The U.S. government has re- 


peatedly denied that its planes 
are intentionally attacking the 
flood control system and con- 
tended that any damage done 
to the dikes results from at- 
tacks on military targets near 
them or from an occasional ac- 
cident. But French and Swedish 
journalists have reported in- 
specting bombed dikes in areas 
where no military installations 
were in sight.

Some federal land 
to be transferred 
to states for parks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon declared today it is 
ridiculous that the federal gov- 
ernment owns more than half 
the land in some Western states 
and he instructed officials to 
step up the transfer of little- 
used federal property to states 
for parks. 


But the chief executive told 


the Federal Property Review 
Board that he wanted to make 
sure transferred land was prop- 
erly used by local and state 
governments. 


The President's comments 


came 
as 
reporters 
were 


allowed to attend a portion of a 
meeting he held with the prop- 
erty review board. He elabo- 


rated later in a written state- 
ment saying he was pleased 
with the Legacy of Parks pro- 
gram which has led to the crea- 
tion of 144 new parks in 39 
states. 


Pointing to a large map of 


the United States showing the 
new parks, Nixon said in some 
Western states the federal gov- 
ernment owns more than half 
the land. "That's ridiculous," 
he said. "We don't need it." 


He then told the six review 


board members that he wanted 
a close follow up when property 
is transferred to state or local 
governments. If it is not put to 
proper use, he said, the federal 
government should reclaim it.

Clerk's Office after the polls 
had closed for the purpose of 
receiving the ballot boxes and 
reports of the vote tabulation of 
each box in the county; that 
during the evening, the ballot 
boxes were brought to him by 
the election officials of each 
township in the county. Several 
boxes had to be unlocked in 
order to secure the tabulation 
sheet of the voting in that box in 
order to report the votes cast 
for the various political offices. 


"Late in the evening, Garland 


Kidd, committeeman of Spring 
Hill Township, delivered the 
Spring Hill ballot box to Mr. 
Parker. A discussion followed 
and Kidd advised he had won 
his bid for re-election as 
committeeman by three votes. 
Parker, 
having 
already 


received the absentee box, 
advised Kidd that he had lost 
the absentee box by a vote of 5 
to 1 and, therefore, he had lost 
his election by one vote. After 
some discussion of the matter, 
Parker sent (for) Sheriff Henry 
Sinyard. The Sheriff went to the 
Clerk's Office and was present 
when a discussion 
followed 


wherein Mr. Kidd was not 
satisfied with the report of the 
absentee box. Parker explained 
to him again that because of the 
absentee vote, that Mr. Kidd 
had lost by one vote. The 
testimony of witnesses was that 
Donal Parker said "Well, we'll 
just see". That he reached into 
the absentee box and looked 
through the committeeman 
ballots and turned to Kidd and 
said "No, that's right, you 
didn't get but one vote out of 
it"; that with this remark, Kidd 
was satisfied with the count... 


Parker states that he did not 


inspect the ballots, but looked 
at the tabulation sheet in order 
to satisfy Kidd that there had

"The applicable law to this 


offense is Act 465 of 1969, Article 
11, Section 5, which states: 


"No person shall fraudulently 


change, alter or obliterate the 
poll books, or books of any 
election, or break any seals 
upon any ballot box, the voting 
machine or stub box, except as 
authorized by law". 
That any violator shall be 
imprisoned 
in 
the 
State 


Penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five 
years or pay a fine not to exceed 
$5,000.00 or both fine and im- 
prisonment. 


"It is my opinion from the 


testimony that there was a 
technical violation of the law in 
that a ballot box was opened in 
order to satisfy a candidate that 
he had been defeated in a fair 
and impartial election; that 
there was no attempt to change 
or alter any vote and that even 
the defeated candidate was 
satisfied with the vote count. I 
am of the opinion that there was 
no criminal intent on the part of 
Mr. Parker and that any of- 
fense by him was an error of 
judgment in an attempt to 
prove to the candidate that be 
received a fair vote. It is my 
honest opinion that if I were to 
use the powers of my office to 
prosecute any man under these 
circumstances it would be 
unjust to the man, his family 
and to the community. It is my 
opinion that there was no 
damage done to anyone and 
from the testimony, no criminal 
intent shown and, furthermore, 
it is inconceivable that any man 
would summon the sheriff as 
Parker did in this case to be 
present while he intentionally 
violated the law. I believe the 
sheriff's testimony and that the 
box was opened for reasons 
already stated and that this in 
itself shows no criminal intent. 


"I also want to point out that 


the practice and custom of 
placing the tabulation sheets 
and summary report in the box 
with the ballots after they are 
counted by election officials 
and delivered to the chairman, 
whoever he may be, which 
causes him to have to open the 
box in order to report the vote of 
the box, places the chairman in 
the position of a technical 
violation of the law every time 
it is done. I would hope that this 
situation would be corrected in 
future elections even though it 
has been the custom and 
practice for many years, as in 
my opinion this is an incorrect 
procedure." 


"With my written report and 


transcribed1 testimony being 
filed with the Court, I consider 
this matter closed. Yours

Feather had demanded that 


the government free the five 
men jailed last Friday by over- 
ruling the new labor court and 
suspending the controversial In- 
dustrial Relations Act that 
brought their arrest for illegal 
picketing in a dispute over han- 
dling of container cargo. 


It is the first jailing under 


the new law, which the Con- 
servatives voted in an attempt 
to end wildcat strikes. The 
unions are seizing on the case to 
try to smash the law. 


Rank-and-file union militants 


clamored for a general strike 
or. at least a one-day nation- 
wide protest. But the TUC lead- 
ers were reported resisting so 
far. 


As the walkout spread, this 


was the strike picture: 


—Every port strike-bound, 


with 42,000 longshoremen and 
some fishermen out. More than 
200 ships idle and others diver- 
ted to foreign ports. Food im- 
ports piled up on piers. 


—Every major 
newspaper 


closed, some for the third 
straight day, after electrical 
workers switched off the press- 
es. 


—Eleven major coal pits 


deserted after 5,000 miners 
walked out. 


—London's fish, meat and 


vegetable markets, which dis- 
tribute fresh food to most of 
southern England as well the 
capital, 
closed, 
threatening 


serious shortages by midweek. 


—Truck drivers threatening 


to paralyze the road freight 
system within 48 hours and 
some already refusing to move 
loads. 


—An auto parts plant which 


supplies one of Britain's major 
car factories strike-bound. 


Movies 
fudged 
obscene 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


cease and desist order was is- 
sued Monday against four adult 
movie theaters in Little Rock, 
North Little Rock and Jackson- 
ville. 


Circuit Court Judge William 


J. Kirby, who watched numer- 
ous movies that had been 
shown at the theaters during 
May and June, found all of the 
movies obscene and issued the 
order. 


Petitions had been filed by 


the prosecuting attorney's of- 
fice against Beaver Amusement 
Corp., and Southland Theaters, 
Inc., of Memphis, alleging that 
the theaters constituted public 
nuisances by consistently show- 
ing obscene films. . 


Mrs. Judith Rogers of North 


Little Rock, attorney for South- 
land, said she was "in a state 
of shock" and had not expected 
that decision. 


Gun, pizza 
used to fend 
off muggers 


NEW YORK (AP) - Sgt. Da- 


vid Durk used his gun and a 
pizza Monday night to fend off 
two would-be muggers who ac- 
costed him while he was walk- 
ing home with dinner for his 
two daughters. 


Durk, a key witness in the 


Knapp Commission investiga- 
tion of police corruption, told 
police he was attacked by the 
men, one of whom was armed 
with a knife, near his West Side 
Manhattan home. 


He was off duty and out of 


uniform at the time. 


The 36-year-old sergeant re- 


taliated by throwing the box of 
pizza at the assailants, police 
said, then drew his service re- 
volver and fired several times, 
striking one of the men in the 
chest. 


The wounded man, identified 


as Alfredo Verde jo, 25, was tak- 
en to Roosevelt Hospital in 
serious condition. His alleged 
accomplice, Sam Lefford, 25, 
was taken into custody. 


Both were charged with at- 


tempted robbery. 


As for the pizza, it was re- 


trieved by Mrs. Durk, who had 
beard the commotion and had 
run outside. Durk was treated 
for a head abrasion and re- 
leased.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is press- 
ing Congress to put a ceiling on 
federal spending, arguing that 
the federal deficit this fiscal 
year could soar out of control 
and touch off a new round of 
inflation. 


The ceiling should be set at 


$250billion, Treasury Secretary 
George P. Shultz told newsmen 
Monday, adding that the al- 
ternatives are strict budget-cut- 
ting or possibly a tax increase 
later on. 


Shultz said the American 


people are opposed to the tax 
increase. And he emphasized 
that Congress would be blamed 
if the Nixon 
administration 


were forced to seek a rise in 
taxes. 


"The sentiment in the coun- 


try seems to be: 'Can't you fel- 
lows get along on a quarter of 
a trillion dollars a year?' " 
Shultz said. 


The secretary said the ad- 


ministration wants to hold the 
federal deficit for fiscal 1973, 
which ends next June 30 to the 
projected |27 billion. 


The deficit for the 1972 fiscal 


year which ended June 30 was 
$23 billion, Shultz and Caspar 
W. Weinberger, director of the 
Office of Management 
and 


Budget announced. 


Weinberger said the adminis- 


tration is working on a package 
of budget-cutting proposals to 
offset 
rising 
federal 
ex- 


penditures voted by Congress. 


Weinberger told the Joint 


Economic Committee that the 
proposed ceiling on spending 
"is one of the few routes left 
open to fiscal salvation." 


The bad thing about increas- 


ing deficits beyond the $27 bil- • 
lion is that it would put the 


budget further out of balance 
on a full-employment basis. 


A full-employment budget 


schedules federal spending at 
the hypothetical level of reve- 
nues that would be collected if 
the economy were operating at 
four per cent unemployment, 
which it isn't. 


There have been some re- 


ports that the federal deficit 
may go as high as $40 billion. 
Shultz conceded that since the 
last estimate was made the sit- 
uation has worsened.

Bob Gibson throws first fitch tonight for All-Stars 


ATLANTA (AP) - Bob Gib- 


son reluctantly thorws the first 
pitch tonight in the 43rd Ail- 
Star baseball game, claiming 
all the while: "I didn't want to 
start." 


The St. I/mis Cardinal right- 


hander, less than overjoyed 
about his assignment for the 
National league, faces Jim 
Palmer 
of 
the 
American 


league at Atlanta Stadium. 


"If I had my druthers, I 


wouldn't start this All-Star 
Game," said Gibson, the hot- 
test pitcher in baseball with 11 
straight victories. "I'd much 
rather just pitch one inning— 
and leave. An All-Star assign- 
ment might be an honor, but 
it's hard work, too." 


Gibson matches serves with 


Palmer, the right-handed Balti- 
more Oriole ace, before a full 


house of 52,744 while about 50 
million more are expected to 
watch on national television. 
The game starts at 8:30 p.m., 
EOT. 


Gibson, historically a fierce 


competitor, created controversy 
with his position on the All-Star 
Game. 


"Yes, I said that I didn't 


want to start but I didn't say 
that I didn't want to pitch—the 
writers said that," Gibson re- 
marked Monday at a press con- 
ference, referring to a recent 
newspaper story. 


The hard-throwing hurler 


said that he preferred to work 
just one inning in relief so that 
it wouldn't interfere with his 
normal rotation during the 
regular season. It's usually the 
practice for an All-Star starter 
to complete three innings. 


While the talkative Gibson 


spoke his mind, Palmer re- 
mained a silent starter on the 
eve of the midsummer classic. 
Palmer was absent from the 
press conference, but Earl 
Weaver, his manager at Balti- 
more and the boss of the Amer- 
ican league team, had enough 
to say for both. 


"This game is important to 


me and to every player in it," 
said Weaver, responding to 
Gibson's posture. "I don't think 
anybody should say he doesn't 
want to play. Ninety-five per 
cent of the gate from this game 
goes into the pension fund. This 
pays for my retirement and his 
(Gibson's) and he'd better not 
forget it." 


Weaver, 
producing news- 


paper clippings quoting Gib- 
son's 
outspoken 
comments, 


added: "It's something that 
shouldn't have been said. I'm 
sure he's happy to be here and 
he'll go out and do a job, espe- 
cially after me popping off." 


National League Manager 


Danny Murtaugh seemed un- 
rattled by the Gibson storm. 


"I haven't seen any article;" 


said the former 
Pittsburgh 


manager. "What did he say?" 


When Weaver produced the 


clippings, Murtaugh glanced at 
them and said: "Well, Bob and 
I have different ideas. I named 
him as my starter ... and I'm 
going to start him." 


Murtaugh refused to commit 


himself past the first three in- 
nings, although he has a quan- 
tity of powerful pitching arms 
to choose from, including New 
York's Tom Seaver, 
Steve 


Blass of the Pittsburgh Pirates, 


the Philadelphia Phillies' Steve 
Carlton and Don Sutton of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 


But with all that reserve 


pitching help, the 
National 


League is a 7-5 favorite based 
heavily on slugging stars—in- 
cluding 
Cincinnati 
catcher 


Johnny 
Bench, 
the 
major 


league's home run and RBI 
leader with 24 and 72, 


Also helping to load the odds 


against the American League 
and boost the Nationals' series 
edge of 23 victories, 18 losses 
and one tie, is a power-stacked 
lineup that can easily reach the 
fences at Atlanta Stadium, a 
hitter's paradise called "The 
Launching Pad." 


Included among them is the 


ever-present Hank Aaron, play- 
ing in his 21st All-Star Game. 


Aaron, despite a history of 


poor All-Star performances, 
will be hitting No. 3 in the Na- 
tional League lineup. Joe Mor- 
gan, Cincinnati's second base- 
man, is the Nationals' leadoff 
man, followed by Pittsburgh 
center fielder Roberto Cle- 
men te. 


Willie StargeK, Pittsburgh's 


left fielder, will hit in the clean- 
up spot, followed by Bench. 
Houston first baseman Lee May 
will bat sixth, third baseman 
Joe Torre of St. Louis, seventh, 
and Chicago shortstop Don Kes- 
singer is Murtaugh's No. 8 hit- 
ter while Gibson, one of the 
best-hitting pitchers in the 
game, will bat ninth. 


Weaver, hoping to duplicate 


last 
year's 
6-4 
American 


League triumph at Detroit, in- 
sists he's going all-out to win 


this one. 


Weaver said that he plans to 


use 17-fame-wintter 
Mickey 


Lolich of Detroit and Cleve- 
land's Oaylord Perry right be- 
hind Palmer "depending on 
Murtaugh's strategy." 


Rod Carew, Minnesota's fine 


second baseman, is Weaver's 
leadoff batter. New York Yan- 
kee center fielder Bobby Mur- 
cer is the No. 2 hitter in the 
Americans' lineup, followed by 
3-4-5 batters right fielder Reg- 
gie Jackson of Oakland; Chi- 
cago first baseman Dick Allen 
and left fielder Carl Yastr- 
zemski of Boston. Shortstop 
Bobby Grich of Baltimore; Ori- 
oles' third baseman Brooks 
Robinson; catcher Bill Freehan 
of Detroit and Palmer round 
out the Americans' lineup.

Nance is traded to Eagles

"It was time for me to move 


on," said fullback Jim Nance, 
who will now have to see if the 
theories of the 
Philadelphia 


Eagles jibe with his own. 


Nance, who had theoretical 


and money problems with the 
New England Patriots of the 
National Football League, was 
dealt by the Pats to the Eagles 
Monday. 


It was also a day that saw 


Joe Namath state flatly he 
wouldn't play in exhibition 
games until he has signed a 
contract with the New York 
Jets. And the way the negotia- 
tions are going, it might be 
some time before Joe sees ac- 
tion. 


Nance, told by the Patriots 


Sunday night he no longer was 
needed, was traded to the 
Eagles in exchange for an un- 
disclosed 1973 draft choice. 


Aside from the fact that he 


didn't want to take a cut on his 
estimated $80,000 salary, Nance 
had said earlier that there were 
differences 
between himself 


and the team's playing system 
that led him to believe it was 


"time to go." 


Nance, 29, gained 1,458 yards 


for the Patriots in 1966, setting 
an American Football League 
record. He had slumped to 468 
yards last season. 


"I can go 1,000 yards again in 


a season," Nance stated, "but I 
have to get the ball to do it. I 
haven't been getting the ball 
here, so I think it's time to go." 


With or without Namath, the 


Jets open 
their 
preseason 


schedule against the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers in Jacksonville, 
Fla., Aug. 5. Namath is de- 
manding a record contract—es- 
timated at $250,000 a year—and 
the team's front office is bal- 
king. 
Namath, 
meanwhile, 


worked out Monday with the 
team and moved well on the 
legs that have bothered him 
throughout his eight-year pro 
career. 


Elsewhere, Roman Gabriel

managed the Tacoma Cubs of 
the Pacific Coast League. The

Racing commission votes to 
suspend Southland franchise 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Racing Commission 
voted Monday to suspend the 
franchise of Southland Racing 
Corp., 
which 
operates 
a 


greyhound track at West Mem- 
phis. The suspension takes ef- 
fect 15 days after the conviction 
of Southland's principal stock- 
holder become final. 


The stockholder is Emprise 


Corp. of Buffalo, N. Y., which 
was convicted in federal Dis- 
trict Court for the Central Dis- 
trict of California on a con- 
spiracy charge. Emprise has 
appealed the conviction. 


Voting for the suspension 


were commissioners J. D. Bil- 


berry of McGehee, H. M. Os- 
borne Jr. of Dardanelle and 
Chet Lauck of Hot Springs. Os- 
borne proposed the action. 
Commissioner Guy Newcomb of 
Osceola abstained and Chair- 
man J. W. Benafield did not 
vote. 


The commission's motion also 


said that the hearing on wheth- 
er to revoke the Southland fran- 
chise would be continued until 
the appeal is settled. 


Alston Jennings, attorney for 


Emprise and Southland, told 
the commissioners, "We take 
the position that we should not 
have to show cause why the 
franchise should not be contin- 


ued." He said the commission 
should show cause why the 
franchise should be revoked. 


"I don't think anybody has 


any real concern about the 
management of Southland Rac- 
ing Corp.," Jennings said. He 
said Emprise had owned 46.6 
per cent of Southland's stock 
since 1967 and he "never heard 
any concern about what Em- 
prise has done and will do." 


The attorney reminded the 


commission that the stock had 
been placed in trust under Dr. 
Robert Leflar of the University 
of Arkansas. He also said he 
felt the commission should not 


make any "hasty" decisions be- 
fore the outcome of Emprise's 
appeal is finalized. 


"It seems if any action is 


taken because of the California 
decision, it should be after the 
appeal has been ruled on," Jen- 
nings said. 


Earlier the commission voted 


against two motions by attor- 
neys for Southland and Em- 
prise. One motion was to dis- 
miss the hearing and the other 
was that the call for the hear- 
ing was not properly adminis- 
tered because the commission 
failed to "show cause" why the 
hearing should be called.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincin- 


nati Reds manager Sparky An- 
derson believes the reported 
bribe attempt of pitcher Wayne 
Simpson in Pittsburgh Saturday 
was a prank, that baseball is 
too clean for real fixers. 


"This whole thing shows 


there's nothing cleaner than 
baseball," Anderson insisted 
Monday. 


Simpson, who pitched against 


the Pirates Saturday, said he 
received a telephone call from 
someone identifying himself as 
"Louie," 
who offered him 


$2,000. Simpson said he was 
told to let Bob Robertson 
homer in the sixth inning. The 
Reds won 6-3. 


"It didn't even phase him," 


said Anderson of Simpson. 


"He called me right away. 


That's the way we do it. We 
check these things out, and that 
shows other people not to fool 
around because we're going to 
report it whether you're joking 
or not joking." 


Anderson said "Sure I think 


it was" a prank. "The only 
thing is, as long as you report 
everything it's OK. That's what 
is so strong about baseball."

Director has doubts about study 
Syphillis study used 
human guinea pigs

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


40 years the U.S. Public Health 
Service has conducted a study 
in which human guinea pigs, 
denied proper medical treat- 
ment, have died of syphilis and 
its side effects. 


The study was conducted to 


determine from autopsies what 
the disease does to the human 
body. 


PHS officials responsible for 


initiating the experiment have 
long since retired. Current PHS 
officials, who say they have 
serious doubts about the moral- 
ity of the study, also say it's 
too late to treat syphilis in any 
of the study's surviving partici- 
pants. 


But PHS doctors say they are 


rendering whatever other medi- 
cal services they now can give 
to the survivors while the study 
of the disease's effects contin- 
ues. 


The experiment, called the 


Tuskegee Study, began in 1932 
with about 600 Black men, 
mostly poor and uneducated, 
from Tuskegee, Ala., an area 
which had the highest spyhilis 
rate in the nation at the time. 


One-third of the group was 


free of syphilis; two-thirds 
showed evidence of the disease. 


Disappointment 
expressed by 
Bureau head 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Wil- 


liam J. Khufuss, president of 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, expressed "dis- 
appointment" at a news confer- 
ence Monday with several pro- 
visions of the Democratic par- 
ty's platform. 


And, he said, farmers prob- 


ably would support President 
Nixon in the November general 
election. 


Khufuss disappointment he 


said was the guaranteed in- 
come provision of the welfare 
plank. He said calls for an in- 
creased minimum wage and re- 
strictions 
on foreign 
trade 


"won't improve the economic 
climate in the U. S." 


Khufuss, who appeared be- 


fore the Democratic Platform 
Committee hearings, said the 
platform "just gave fanners 
more compensation from the 
government." 


"We want to get our pay- 


ments from the market place, 
not the U. S. treasury," he 
said. "The farmer is a victim 
of circumstances. He feels the 
full brunt of increases in labor, 
transportation and distribution 
costs. Yet our food cost, 15 
cents out of every dollar, is the 
lowest in the world." 


Although he said he did not 


see that people had a legiti- 
mate complaint about the high 
price of meat, Khufuss said he 
saw "a reduction in prices 
ahead as we produce more 
meat." 


In the syphilitic group, half 
were given the best treatment 
known at the time, but the oth- 
er half, about 200 men, re- 
ceived no treatment at all for 
spyhilis, PHS officials say. 


As incentives to enter the 


program, the men were prom- 
ised free transportation to and 
from hospitals, free hot lunch- 
es, free medicine for any dis- 
ease other than syphilis and 
free burial after autopsies were 
performed. 


The Tuskegee Study began 10 


years before penicillin was dis- 
covered to be a cure for sy- 
philis and IS years before the 
drug became widely available. 
Yet even after penicillin be- 
came common, and while its 
use probably could have helped 
or saved a number of the ex- 
periment subjects, the drug 
was denied them, according to 
Dr. J.D. Millar. 


He is chief of the veneral dis- 


ease branch of the PHS' Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta 
and is now in charge of what 
•remains of the Tuskegee Study* 
•Dr. Miller said in an interview 
he has serious doubts about the 
program. 


"I think a definite moral 


problem existed when the study 
was undertaken, a more serious 
moral problem was overlooked 
in the post-war years when 
penicillin became available but 
was not given to these men, 
and a moral problem still ex- 
ists," Dr. Millar said. 


"But the study began when 


attitudes were much different 
on 
treatment 
and 
ex- 


perimentation. At this point in 
time, with our current knowl- 
edge of treatment and the dis- 
ease and the revolutionary 
change in approach to human 
experimentation, I don't believe 
the program would be under- 
taken," he said. 


Syphilis, a highly contagious 


infection spread by sexual con- 
tact, can cause, if untreated, 
bone and dental deformations, 
deafness, blindness, heart dis- 
ease and central nervous sys- 
tem deterioration. 


No figures were available on 


when the last death occurred in 
the program. And one official 
said that apparently no con- 
scious effort to halt the pro- 
gram was made after it got un- 
der way.

Gross National hike 
sends market soaring 


NEW YORK (AP) — Solid 


second quarter corporate profit 
reports and a quarterly surge 
in the nation's Gross National 
Product have touched off one of 
the stock market's best per- 
formances of the year. 


Although still well below lev- 


els of earlier this year, the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrial 
stocks has climbed some 25 
points in the last two trading 
days — 10 points last Friday 
and 14.91 Monday to close at 
935.36. 


'Although the gains can al- 


ways be cut by new worries or 
heavy selling by investors reap- 
ing their new profits, brokers 
say the gains have resulted 
from continued early strong 
profit showings by corporations 
and last Friday's announce- 
ment that the GNP surged 
ahead at an annual rate of 8.9 
per cent, in the quarter, its 
sharpest gain since the last 
quarter of 1965. 


Chrysler Corp., the nation's 


third biggest automaker and 
seventh biggest manufacturer, 
added to the profit picture Mon- 
day with a report that its sec- 
ond 
quarter 
earnings 
had 


climbed to $68.4 million, more 
than double the level of the 
year before. 


Chrysler was the first of the 


automakers to report profits, 
but Ford and General Motors 
are expected to report similar 
results later this week as a re- 
sult of the industry's strong 
sales levels in the first half of 
the year.

Pipeline vital to keep 
down prices, PSC told 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Ar- 


kansas Louisiana Gas Co. said 
Monday that if its proposed 
Anadarko pipeline is not con- 
structed and a cost-adjustment 
provision is not approved by 
the state Public Service Com- 
mission, the firm's average 
rate for gas to its large indus- 
trial customers will increase 
sharply. 


The utility said the average 


thte would be 40.12 cents per 
thousand cubic feet instead of 
the 32 cents now proposed. 


The firm made the statement 


in a brief filed with the PSC in 


support of Arkla's 32-cent tariff 
and cost-adjustment. 


The 32-cent rate has been in 


effect for large industrial con- 
sumers 
under 
bond 
since 


March 20. 


The brief was the final legal 


step in the commission's hear- 
ings on the proposed higher 
rates to industrial gas users. 
The brief said Arkla limited its 
proposed rate increase to an 
average of 32 cents, plus a cost- 
adjustment clause, in the belief 
that it would be permitted to 
proceed with the Anadarko 
project. 


However, Arkla said financ- 


ing the project depends upon 
the outcome of the industrial 
rate hearing before the PSC. 


The brief said that Melwood 


V. Van Scoyoc, PSC consultant, 
had recommended new indus- 
trial rates lower than those in 
effect prior to the increase to 
32 cents. 


In doing so, the brief said, 


Van Scoyoc "has ignored com- 
mission precedents...has ad- 
hered to regulatory procedures 
and principles which even the 
Federal Power Commission has 
now discarded as no longer 


suitable in the light of the 
grave 
shortage of natural 


gas which will worsen unless 
corrective action is taken." 


Arkla said "it would be a dis- 


aster for Arkla, its consumers 
and for Arkansas" if the proce- 
dures and recommended rates 
proposed by Van Scoyoc were 
adopted. 


The brief said Van Scoyoc 


had used 17.424 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet as a reasonable 
market price for company-pro- 
duced gas and called the figure 
"utterly absurd."

Carl Downs, counselor at 


Hope 
High 
School, 
was 


presented to the Hope Uons 
Club Monday at the regular 
meeting at the Town and 
Country. He was introduced by 
program chairman Sam An- 
drews. 


Downs explained his work as 


a coordinator between parents, 
teachers and students. Another 
important part of his job is that 
of dispensing information on 
educational matters such as 
choosing the correct schooling 
or training after high school, 
whether it should be academic, 
standard colleges or trade 
(technical) schools. There is 
also a file on job opportunities 
as to the demand for workers 
and which trades or professions 
are declining or growing, 
Downs said. Descriptions of the 
work involved in different jobs 
is kept up to date and the 
speaker said that inovations 
and new methods came about 
so rapidly that job descriptions 
could become obsolete in three 
years. 


Students are taken on field 


trips to various types of in- 
dustry so they might see things 
that they would like to do. 


For students who need 


financial help the counselor has 
a number of different plans 
available. 


Regarding the 221 seniors 


who graduated in 1972,101 plan 
to go to college, 49 plan to at- 
tend vo-tecb schools, 45 to 
regular employment, 18 to 
military service with the 
balance to unclassified work or 


undecided. 


Of those needing financial 


assistance money from loans, 
scholarships, grants, vo-tech 
loans, and 
other 
sources 


amounts to $fi6,200 for the class 
of 72. 
In speaking 
of 
finance, 


Downs said that girls had more 
trouble borrowing than boys 
because statistics show that 95 
per cent of girl students marry 
before completing their college 
work. 


Regarding further training 


after high school, the speaker 
said that most students who go 
to work after high school only, 
usually are employed in un- 
skilled or semi-skilled work. 


There is a summer program 


in which every effort is made to 
help students find employment 
and if regular jobs are not 
available the students make 
themselves available for odd 
jobs and emergency help.

NEW YORK (AP) - The sec- 


ond quarter economic statistics 
constitute good news, the kind 
of news the Nixon people had 
long promised, the kind of news 
that doesn't need to be dis- 
guised by claims of "we are 
greatly encouraged." 


Output was up, inflation was 


tempered, 
there 
were 
in- 


dications that the jobless prob- 
lem was easing, consumers 
were spending with more en- 
thusiasm and less fear. 


The nation's output of goods 


and services rose 8.9 per cent 
for the April-May-June period, 
and that's the real thing. It 
isn't watered with inflation. 


The consumer price index 


rose only two-tenths of one per 
cent in June, which is a figure 
acceptable at any time but sur- 
prising at this time. And the 
jobless rate in June fell to 5.5 
per cent, not good but trending 
in the right direction. 


Automobile sales are strong, 


and the big Detroit manufac- 
turers, aided by government, 
seem to be recapturing some of 
the market lost to imports. 
Homebuilding is strong, too, 
and that means the furniture 
and appliance makers are hap- 
py-Happy, too, are the Republi- 
cans, whose leaders were losing 
credibility as, month after 
month, they felt compelled to 
claim that all was well when 
the public knew otherwise. 


Now consumers have demon- 


strated their willingness to take 
a chance; they are convinced 


something is happening in the 
economy that invites their pres- 
ence, and they are willing to 
spend rather than conserve. 


And so the savings rate 


dropped in the second quarter 
to 6.6 per cent after remaining 
above 8 per cent for a year. It 
doesn't mean that caution has 
been abandoned, but it does in- 
dicate fear has subsided. 


But now where do we go? Is 


this the peak of Nixon prosper- 
ity? A good many independent 
and business economists feel it 
might be close to it, but they 
can't say for sure. They have 
to wait for the figures. 


And that is the intriguing sit- 


uation that seems to be devel- 
oping: The next quarterly fig- 
ures will be filling the news- 
papers and airwaves just a 
couple of weeks before the No- 
vember elections. 


Based on comparison with 


the previous year, there is no 
doubt that the figures will show 
a sounder economy, but that 
comparison will be with a peri- 
od in which the economy 
reached a three-year low. 


Of greater significance will 


be the trend in the third quar- 
ter from that of the second, and 
perceptive consumers and vot- 
ers will be quick to note any 
change. 


Whether the October reports 


will detract from the Presi- 
dent's strength is debatable 
now, but the prospects for 1973 
are adding up already to a 
somewhat less vigorous econo- 
my.

April 13 over New Mexco and 
ordering it flown to Los Ange- 
les, where he then delivered a 
broadcast plea for the poor of 
the Mexican-American barrios.

Transportation accidents killed 
58,452 persons last year—526 
more than in 1970—but the 
death rate declined for the 
sixth consecutive year, the 
Transportation Department re- 
ported today. 


A department study said the 


number of deaths in train acci- 
dents and highway grade-cross- 
ing accidents declined, but the 
number of deaths increased in 
every other category of travel. 


Motor-vehicles accidents, not 


including those at highway- 
grade crossings, accounted for 
the vast majority of fatalities— 
50,949, just 19 more than in 
1970, the report said. 


But, when the increasing vol- 


ume of traffic is considered, 
the fatality rates were down. 


Secretary of Transportation 


John A. Volpe said the motor- 
vehicle death rate has declined 
continuously since 1966, and the 
fatality rate also has decreased 
for accidents involving mo- 
torcycles, grade crossings, and 


train service. 


"The highway death rate per 


100 million vehicle miles now 
stands at 4.70, compared to 5.70 
in 1966," Volpe said. 


"The rate decline is encour- 


aging, and I think we can trace 
it to our efforts to improve ve- 
hicles, roads, signaling, and 
driver education," he said. 


Following motor vehicle acci- 


dents, motorcycle deaths were 
in second place, 2,695 compared 
with 2,430 in 1970. 


Boating accidents claimed 1,- 


582 lives, an increase of 164. 
Accidents involving merchant 
vessels killed 243, an increase 
of 65. 


Deaths on highway grade 


crossings, including pedestrians 
killed by trains, numbered 1,- 
356, a decline of 84. Train acci- 
dents killed 102, twenty-eight 
fewer than in 1970. 


Accidents in general 


aviation—private, sport, agri- 
cultural and business flying- 
resulted in 1,322 deaths, 68 
more than in 1970. 


Concrete, steel 
seal fate off 9 


BLACKSVILLE, W.Va. (AP) 


— Massive slabs of steel-rein- 
forced concrete have sealed the 
fire-ravaged, 
explosion-torn 


Blacksville No.l mine and the 
fate of nine miners who were 
trapped inside on Saturday 
night. 


Workers raced through the 


night to complete the seals 
against the possibility of fur- 
ther explosions deep inside the 
burning, gas-filled mine on the 
West 
Virginia-Pennsylvania 


border. 


Rescue operations for the 


trapped men ended abruptly 
Monday after three small ex- 
plosions sent about 50 rescue 
workers 
scurrying 
for 
the 


mine's lone entrance shaft. 


Officials of Consolidation Coal 


Co., owner of the mine, said a 
hole drilled into the mine 650 
feet below the surface was 
completed and they expected to 
take measurements of poi- 
sonous methane gas inside. 


Consolidation spokesmen said 


three slabs of steel and con- 
crete were used to seal the 
main shaft, an air shaft and a 
production shaft of the mine. 


John Corcoran, Consolidation 


president, told newsmen Mon- 
day the sealing operation began 
immediately after a "minor ex- 
plosion" in an area of the mine 
where a fire has raged since 
Saturday night. 


A spokesman said later there 


actually were three quick ex- 
plosions — two small "pops" 
and then a larger blast. 


Officials had noted increasing 


levels of methane gas inside 
the mine Monday afternoon and 
said they were in the process of 
deciding whether to remove 
rescue teams when the ex- 
plosions occurred. 


"Nobody had to tell us to get 


out," said Harry Myers, rescue 
shift foreman at the time of the 
explosions. 


Officials said they imme- 


diately cleared the area around 
the mine of all persons, in- 
cluding families of some of the 
victims who had maintained a 
nearly two-day vigil. 


The sealing operation began 


immediately, Corcoran said. 


He said the result of the ex- 


plosions "would indicate quite 
clearly that there is no further 
opportunity for rescue oper- 
ations." 


Laird proposes 
end to treaty 
if talks iail 


WASHINGTON (AP) — De- 


fense Secretary 
Melvin 
K. 


Laird says that if the second 
round of the SALT talks fails to 
limit offensive nuclear weap- 
ons, the United States should 
abandon its 
defensive-missile 


treaty with the Soviet Union. 


"I would believe that would 


be the only option available," 
Laird told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee Monday. 


He said he hopes the strate- 


gic arms limitation talks are 
renewed before the end of the 
year and that they move to- 
ward equalizing the number of 
offensive missiles between the 
two superpowers. 


But if such movement does 


not come, he said, the United 
States may have no choice but 
to abrogate the treaty which 
limits each nation to two anti- 
ballistic-missile sites. 


Laird offered a number of 


clarifications of the treaty and 
its companion, the five-year 
agreement intended to slow the 
momentum of the strategic, of- 
fensive-arms race while nego- 
tiations continued. 


In response to specific ques- 


tions by Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son, D-Wash., and other sena- 


tors, Laird said he believes the 
following situation, if they oc- 
curred, would seriously violate 
the intent of the agreement: 


—Movement by the Soviets to 


develop giant missiles and 
bombs clearly capable of de- 
stroying U.S. Minuteman mis- 
siles in underground silos. 


—Action by the Soviet Union 


to move toward deployment in 
the five-year period of more 
than the agreed-on 62 "Y" 
class nuclear, 
missile-firing 


submarines. 


—The expansion of Soviet 


missile tubes in both length and 
width and an expansion of their 
total capacity by more than 30 
per cent. 


On the latter point, Laird 


said that if the present limita- 
tion is observed, the Soviets 
would not be able to expand 
missile silos intended for the 
SS7 missile to contain the larg- 
er SS9. 


The Defense secretary also 


said that if the future effective- 
ness of the Minuteman were at 
stake, he would not hesitate to 
urge withdrawal of the unilater- 
al declaration by which the 
United States gave up the right 
to deploy mobile, hard-to-hit in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles.
